One of the more significant events 
of the school year was the brief ap- 
pearance of a number of gremlins 
from that repository of miniature 
humanity, John C. Wood Elemen- 
tary. The young’uns were here as a 
result of Governor Mills Godwin’s 
decree closing all schools heated by 
natural gas. We will all remember 
the inconvenience, our only comfort 
being that the crowding helped 
warm an otherwise glacial room; but 
will we remember the cause of the 
episode: the natural gas shortage in 
two-thirds of the United States? 

Indeed, how soon we forget. For 
twenty years, scientists and conser- 
vationists have been telling us that 
the fossil fuels on which we rely for 
nearly all of our energy needs are 
only deceptively abundant, that 
they will run out and only too soon. 
In 1973 we found ourselves waiting 
in line at the gasoline pumps for 


hours during the Arab oil embargo 
and found out just how close the 
oracles’ predictions were. Four 
years later we still drive our gas 
guzzling cars; we still set our ther- 
mostats at seventy-two degrees; and 
we still drive half a block for a six 
pack of beer. 

Americans seem to have very 
selective memories. We love nostal- 
gia; the top rated shows on televi- 
sion, Laverne and Shirley, and 
Happy Days, are about the 1950’s. 
We are also quite willing to spend 
millions of dollars on an investiga- 
tion of the Kennedy assassination, 
an exploration that can have little 
bearing on our lives or attitudes 
whatever the outcome. Still, the dis- 
asters and tragedies of the ’fifties 
and ’sixties from which we can 
learn, such as the McCarthy era and 
the Korean and Viet Nam wars, are 
either forgotten or glossed over with 


pretences of good intentions. 

There was a second significant 
event of our school year: the televi- 
sion adaptation of Alex Haley’s 
Roots, which traced one American 
family from its origins in Africa to 
the Southern reconstruction. Roots 
made an important contribution to 
the American conscience in that it 
made us aware of our past, both in 
the heritage of the slaves, and the 
slave owners, the landed gentry and 


and the dispossessed. It has opened 
many eyes to the injustice of slav- 
ery, and has led to an examination of 
other injustices. Likewise, we 
should examine our own past, find 
our flaws and rectify them. The 
Danish poet Paul La Cour perhaps 
said it best: 

“When he remembers 

What he wished to forget 

He speaks to the future.” 
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Student Government began its 
year adjusting to new administrative 
policies as well as the awesome task 
of representing 1800 students. Ac- 
tivities such as Freshman Orienta- 
tion, welfare drive, youth confer- 
ences, national week, bloodmobile, 
town meeting, and the exchange 
trip with Madison were among the 
many benefits SG has provided us. 
Under the guidance of President 
Mark Donahue, and with the persis- 
tence of its members, SG’s efforts 
resulted in an unusually productive 
year.

The Devil and Catch-22 
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When you think about it, most of humanity’s sins have 
been committed by men who believed that they were 
doing right, and most of our wars have been started by 
men who thought they had no other alternative. 

In a letter to Bishop Creighton in 1887, Lord Acton said 
that ‘‘Absolute power corrupts absolutely.’’ What must 
the burden of a president’s power do to one man’s mind? 

Lyndon Johnson said that the Presidency makes good 
men out of small men and great men out of good men, but 
no matter how good you are, you can never be big enough 
for the job. Richard Nixon, in the last several months of 
his incumbency, used to say, ‘‘I can walk into a room and 
push a button and in twenty minutes, seventy million peo- 
ple will be dead.”’ 

If you can imagine what it would be like to shoulder the 
responsibility of deciding whether just one man lives or 
dies, then you can imagine the stress of playing God to a 
nation or a world. Nixon cherished his little black box — 
even as he left the White House on the morning of his 
resignation, he said repeatedly, ‘‘But I’m the one who has 
the black box. He’s not President yet.’’ But Nixon’s as- 
sumption of the power behind the black box after having 
yearned for it so long, made him crazy. He wasn’t in reali- 
ty. Holding the Presidency made him think he had to save 
himself above all else, that he was the country. 

This writer’s intention is not to defame Richard Nixon, 
but to make the point that Nixon was a good President 
until the power he held corrupted him. Whatever other 
plans Nixon might have made, he did not carry them out 
because whatever it is in pure power that corrupts, got to 
him. 

Nixon is no exception, however. Consider Franklin De- 
lano Roosevelt, who took power with the New Deal. He 
didn’t do anything to stop the Depression that wouldn’t 
eventually have happened without his holding the Presi- 
dency. Instead, Roosevelt became obsessed with the 
exercise of power. Through his manipulation of govern- 
ments and individuals — his reduction of Congress to a 
puppet, his attempt to stack the Supreme Court, his culti- 
vation of the media, his shoring up of the executive branch 
— Roosevelt expanded the powers of the Presidency until 
he became almost a dictator by his last term. In fact, it 
was FDR who laid the foundations of what we call the 
Imperial Presidency, the ideological precedents for 
Eisenhower, Johnson, Nixon. 

In Joseph Heller’s Catch-22, hell is the state of mind in 
which a person who is doing wrong can, by rationaliza- 
tion, convince himself that he is doing right. The Devil is, 
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then, that being who removes our sense of value — who 
can trick us into selling our souls by making us believe 
that hell is a very long way away. 

Wrong isn’t right, of course, and so long as we can re- 
member that, and acknowledge that we are wrong when 
we sin, we are fine. Perhaps the problem of the Presidency 
is that power leads its holder to believe that there is no 
wrong, to rationalize sin into virtue. 

Nixon engineered Watergate out of self-protection and 
rationalized it as protection of the American people, pro- 
tection of the executive branch, of the Presidency. 
Johnson continued our involvement in Vietnam because 
he thought he had no way out. Carter’s problem now is to 
avoid losing his sense of right and wrong: to keep from 
being intoxicated with the power inherent in the Presi- 
dency. If he can, he may well be the best President we’ve 
had, no matter what else he may do.
